PAY ROLL BANDITS 
ESUAPE OFFICERS 
IN NORTH GEORGIA 


Police Fire Fails To Stop 
Two Men Who Seize 


Rome Rayon Mill Pay. 


Roll of $9,785. 


ROME, Ga., Aug. 24.—(4)—Shov- 
ing a sub-machine gun into the ribs 


of the cashier of the National City | 


bank, two bandits today seized a 
$9,785 pay roll of the Tubize Chatil- 
lon Rayon Mill and escaped after a 
spectacular chase by police officers 
whose fire failed to stop them. 

Late in the day, Sheriff Gattis, of 
Bartow county, said two men, one of 
whom was shot in the neck, stopped 
at Tolbert’s camp, just outside the 
city limits of Cartersville, about 40 
miles southeast of Rome, and filled 
their gasoline tank. 

He siid he was _ informed they 
might be the bandits sought, but by 
the time he reached the camp they 
had gone. He said he learned that one 
vf the pair was wounded in the neck, 
and in general their description tal- 
lied with those who robbed the bank- 
ers at Rome He said they headed 
nerth from there. 

Give Up Chase. 

Police at Rome gave up the chase 
at Brice, Ga., about 10 miles south 
of Rome, at noon after chasing them 
more than two hours, Rome officers 
said they escaped into the hills. 

Joe Palmer, cashier, and Raymond 
Ford, bank cierk, were transporting 
the first half of this week's pay roll 
to the mill outside the city limits 
when a speedy automobile pulled up 
alongside their car and forced them 
off the road. Lalmer said the pay roll 
was covered by insurance. 

It was the third bold holdup of the 
week in Georgia. Tuesday, two rob- 
bers flourished guns and took about 
$1,200 from a bank at Clayton, in 
northeast Georgia, and Wednesday a 
pair of bandits tvok approximately 
$700 from a Palmetto bank and es- 
caped in a rain of bullets. 

Palmer said he and Ford had guns, 
“but before we could use them one 
of the bandits put a sub-machine gun 
in my ribs and ran us to the side of 
the road. We stopped because there 
was nothing else te do.” 

“They commanded us to get out,” 
Palmer said. “They took one of our 
guns with them after disarming both 
of us. They took the key from our 
automobile and told us to get out 
and beat it. We ran down the road 
as they took the money and made off. 

“There was a house near by and

“About that time an automobile 
came down the road and picked us up.

TEXTILE LABOR 
FLATLY REJECTS 
PEAGE PROPOSAL 


Union Refuses To Treat 
With Special Arbitra- 
tion Group Set Up for 
Industry. 


By the Associated Press. 

The menace of a strike of 750,000 
textile workers neared a critical stage 
Friday night, the strike committee 
having rejected flatly the good offices 


of the cotton textile national indus- 
trial relations board as intermediary. 

Adhering to their plan for a gen- 
eral walkout September 1, the com- 
mittee said it had no.confidence in 
the board’s ability to adjust the is- 
sues fairly to labor. ° 

As a means to end the protracted 
strike at the Kohler company in Koh- 
ler, Wis., the labor relations Leard at 
Washington announced an _ election 
would be ordered soon to determine 
the will of the employes.. Union rep- 
resentation was a prime issue, 

Army Charged. 

Strike leaders telegraphed an appeal 
direct to President Roosevelt, charg- 
ing that the Kohler company “‘is drill- 
ing a private army of about 600 men 
who are fully areeper with rifles, 
steel helmets and machine guns.” They 
said they feared repetition of the 
bloodshed of July 27. 

The aluminum strike pursued an 
uneventful course, awaiting the next 
move of the government. His arbitra- 
tion proposal rejected by the Aiumi- 
num Company of America, Conciliator 
Fred Keightly was in conference with 
the labor relations board seeking an- 
other way to set the wheels moving. 

Representatives of the aluminum 
strikers have appealed to the presi- 
dent, the governor and the secretary 
of labor to speed a settlement.

Chicago buses:‘kept rolling normally 
despite the strike of drivers opposed 
to the company union and despite the 
withdrawal of the Blue EKagle from 
the.

MUSSOLIN| WARNS 
TALY TO PREPARE 


War May Come at Any 
Moment, Duce Tells Per- 
sonnel of Army. 


BOLOGNA, Italy, Aug. 24.—(#)— 
Benito Mussolini today told . fascist 
Italy to get ready for war. 

Speaking, appgopriately enough, 
from the turret of an assault tank to 
5,000 cheering officers and military 
attaches at the conclusion of Italian 
war .maneuvers,’ the square-jawed 
premier said “war can break out from 
one moment to the other.” 

“No one in Europe wants war,” 
Il Duce asserted, “but the idea of 
war is floating in the air. 

“It is not necessary to. be ready 
for the war of tomorrow, but fer the 
war of today. 

“We must become a military na- 
tion, even a militaristic nation, even 
—I ‘might add—a war-like nation.” 

While Captain Francis’ Brady, 
United States military attache, lis- 
tened with the rest of the throng, 
Mussolini said war will accompany 
the fortunes’ of nations throughout 
the centuries, despite international 
good will conferences and treaties. 

“At the end of July,” he declared, 
“an unforeseen situation (the out- 
break of nazi revolt in Austria) de- 
veloped which was similar to that 
which prevailed in 1914. 

“If we had not sent our divisions 
to the frontier, complications might 
have resulted that could not have been 
settled save by the voice of the can- 
non.” 

Political circles attached great im- 
portance to the fact that Il: Duce’s 
martial utterances included one call- 
ing his officers’ attention to the fact 
that the ground chosen for the war 
maneuvers resembled the Italian east- 
ern frontier. 

“The same broken terrain and’ even 
the same lack of water,” Il Duce said, 
waving his hand toward the out- 
stretched field—and his hearers re- 
called that Italy’s eastern frontier 
faces Austria and Jugoslavia. 

Observers believed the fascist lead- 
er wished to intimate that war, if it 
comes, will come along these borders. 

This they took to indicate Musso- 


lini's anti-German, anti-Jugoslavian 
and pro-French attitude.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 24.— 
(P)}—The co-ed murder mystery, baf- 
fling as any detective thriller, took a 
new turn today as Harold Taylor, ac- 
cused of the slaying, was charged with 
an attempt to ravish another woman. 

Mrs. Clara Cost, in a warrant 
sworn to in county court, charged 
Taylor. picked her up on the streets 
Monday afternoon, drove her out the 
lonely Green Springs road, and at- 
tempted an attack. 

She jumped from his automobile, 
she said, and made her way back 
home. 

This development came two hours 
after Judge Russell McElroy had or- 
dered the grand jury assembled in spe- 
cial session Monday to investigate the 
death of Faye New, 19-year-old How- 
ard College student, slain after she 
went with Taylor on an automobile 
ride late Monday. 

Mrs. Cost said she jumped from 
Taylor's automobile at 4:30 p. m. 
Monday, six hours before he met Miss 
New and asked her to accompany him. 

Questioned by newspapermen today, 
Taylor again denied his guilt with the 
statement “I have nothing to con- 
fess.” 

If an indictment is returned by the 
grand jury, the accused person will 
probably face trial here September 17, 
the first day of capital case week on 
the circuit court docket. 

A new mystery was added today by 
the discovery that Miss New appar- 
ently walked across the Irondale- 
Trussville highway before she started 
across the cornfield along the path 
which led to her death. 

Why, puzzled investigators ask, did 
the girl walk into a cornfield and not 
turn down the highway, if she were 
being pursued, or if she was afraid? 


And, to add to the mystery, the girl's 


tracks near the highway do not in- 

dicate that she was running, or walk- 

ing in any but a normal manner.

Accepts Challenge, Say- 
ing Principles Are Right 
But Ignore Rights of

President Roosevelt accepted’ the 
American Liberty League as an in- 


| Vitation to battle Jate today in sim- 


ple terms of a Bible lesson. 

Its announced two purposes, he 
said .to newspapermen’§ surrounding 
his desk, are axidmatic American 


principles subscribed to by the en- 
tire citizenry. 

“But, he added figuratively, an or- 
ganization should not be for only one 
or two of the Ten Commandments, it 
should go the “whole hog.” 

He cited the two commandments: 
“Love thy God” and “Love thy neigh- 


“Ignore Try Neighbor.” 
Thereupon he laughingly recalled a 
friend with a ribald sense of humor 
having commented that the league in 
effect says “Love thy God and ignore 


+thy neighbor.” The friend went further 


to say that under the league com- 
mandment “Property is God.” 

The president emphasized that he 
agrees with the league’s aim to pro- 
tect individual and property rights.

He 
flicked an ash from his tan-linen suit. 
He looked up to speak of its being 
a government duty to find work for 
those willing to work.

WORK INSURANCE 
VITAL TO NATION, 
HOPKINS ASSERTS 


Relief Administrator 
Says He Has Come Re- 
luctantly To the Conclu- 
sion It Is Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(?)— 
With a bitter congressional battle 
over unemployment insurance looming 
for che next session, Harry Hopkins, 
federal relief administrator, asserted 


a belief today that such a form of re- 
lief had become a necessity. 
“Reluctantly, I have come to the 
conclusion,” he said, “that we have 
got to have a cash benefit somewhere 
for persons thrown involuntarily out 
of work. Unemployment insurance 
must be fitted into the New Deal.” 
With the administration already 
planning to ask legislation providing 
some form of insurance against loss 
of work, battle lines for the cqming 
congressional struggle have been form- 
ing since the last session adjourned. 
“Dole” Studied. 
Undoubtedly the word “dole” will 
be cried. Hopkins studied this form 
of British aid to the jobless, by which 
those thrown out of work are given 
set sums for their support. Hopkins 
returned to the capitol today from Eu- 


pe. 
In his absence the president has 
had his committee on social security 
at. work on the problem, with a view 
to having it work out the method to 
be followed and _ having legislation 
ready for introduction early in the 
session, 

Its activities thus far have been 
confined to the gathering of data on 
which edhclusiong may be based, and 
it has yet‘to make decisions on what 
shall be recommended. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s own view, as ex- 
pressed in a message to congress last 
June is that “there should a maxi- 
mum of co-operation between the 
states and the federal government” 
and that the “funds necessary to pro- 
vide this insurance should be raised 
by contribution rather than by an in- 
crease in general taxation.” 

Wagner Plan “Out.” 

With these words, the chief execu- 
tive apparently turned his back upon 
the Wagner-Lewis unemployment in- 
surance bill which received the in- 
dorsement of Secretary Perkins and 
of yumerous congressional liberals last 
winter, 

This measure which will be rein- 
troduced next January would levy a 
5 per cent tax on the pay rolls of 
employers of more than 10 people to

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt will ask the next 
congress to make permanent the best 
features of the national industrial re- 
covery act. 

While his aides are preparing the 
new legislation to this end, reorgani- 
zation of NRA will proceed. An in- 
terim organization will be set up 
within two weeks to guide the Blue 
Eagle until congress acts. 

This outline of the NRA situation 
was detailed today by the chief ex- 
ecutive. With it he coupled a state- 
ment that Hugh S. Johnson, recovery 
administrator, now on vacation, would 
possibly devote less time to details, 
but certainly would continue ag ad- 


ministrator. 
Ignores “Rift.” 

In talking with reporters at his 
press conference, Mr. Roosevelt ig- 
nored reports of sharp differences of 
opinion between two of his chief re- 
covery lieutenants—Johnson and Don- 
ald R. Richberg, director of the na- 
tienal emergency council and the ex~<-. 
ecutive council—over fundamentals of 
reorganization. ) 

Instead he pointed out that the re- 
covery act lapses June 16, 1935, and 
added that “obviously” there would 
have to be legislation before that time 
if any portion of the act is to be 
made permanent. Obviously, he added, 
some of it will be. 

Parts To Be Retained. 

He mentioned such provisions as 
prohibition of child labor, the fixing 
of maximum hours of work and bans 
against unfair trade practices as de- 
sirable of retention. 

Johnson and Richberg conferred 
separately with the president this 
morning, the recovery administrator 
flying here from Bethany Beach, Del. 

It was evident Mr. Roosevelt had 
asked that regardless of differences of 
opinion administrative machinery for 
an interim organization be made ready 
for adoption within two weeks, 

Deny Dispute. 

Both men, emphatic in their re- 
marks to reporters that there had 
been no break between them, agreed 
this could be done, The final confer- 
ences will be held at Hyde Park, N,

0. A MATTHEWS ASKS 
SUPPORT ON RECORD 


DeKalb CommissionerSpeaks 
at First Rally, Tells of 
Accomplishments. 


The new deal for DeKalb county 
was started four years ago when he 
took office as commissioner of roads 
and revenues, and if indorsement of 
his record gives him another term in 
office, he hopes to see a greater and 
better DeKalb county with contented 
and happy people, Commissioner C. A. 
Matthews said Friday night at a ral- 
ly held in Poplar Springs, Decatur, 
by his friends. 

The other principal speaker at the 
first Matthews meeting was Scott 
Candler, Decatur city commissioner 
and former mayor, who urged re-elec- 
tion of the commissioner on the basis 
of his performance of the duties of the 
office and the splendid condition of 
the county. George Mew presided at 
the meeting. 

The second Matthews rally will be 
held at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon at 
Tucker, on the Decatur-Lawrenceville 


road. 

Matthews found the state of county 
affairs a dark picture when he took 
office, he told the audience. 

“I found a high tax rate, a large 
floating indebtedness, the credit of the 
county at a low ebb, county warrants 
selling at a discount, the convict quar- 
ters in an unsanitary condition, insuf- 
ficient aid being secured from the 
state highway department, large inter- 
est payments being made out of our 
county taxes, and an unsatisfactory 
record system in the office of the 
commissioner of roads and revenues,” 
he said. 

Substantial progress has been made 
toward correction of these matters. 
and “now that we have placed the 
house of the taxpayer in good order. 
we may look forward with hope and 
confidence,” Matthews said. 

“During my first administration, all 
county funds have been conducted 
upon the budget basis. In so doing, 
we have inaugurated an excellent sys- 
tem of bookkeeping and accounting, 
settling each of the county funds upon 
a budget basis, staying within the 
limits of expenditures as outlined for 
the year, and the result has been & 
systematic and business-like adminis- 
tration in the expenditure of the tax- 
payers’ money.” 

Replying to some criticism based on 
the fact that DeKalb county has not 
been obligated in the expenditure of 
large sums of money from national 
government funds, Matthews said that 
“I believed, and still believe, that our 
citizens were looking for tax relief 
rather than additional tax burdens.” 


MachadoAidSentenced

cio Garcia Gallardo, once an officer 
on former President Gerardo Ma- 
chado’s yacht, was sentenced to death 
today by the court of sanctions which 
found him guilty of a charge of kill- 
ing a Venezuelan newsaperman in 
March, 1929. 

Witnesses testified that the Ven- 
ezuelian, Francisco Laguano Jaime, 
was thrown to the sharks in waters 
near Havana on orders from Machado. 

Santiago Trujillo, former chief of 
Machados secret police, who was 
tried for complicity in the slaying, 
was disfranchised for 11 years. 


WIFE SHOOTS HUSBAND 


AS HE ATTACKS SON 


NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 24.—(/)— 
Shot twice in the right side, Charles 
Bh. Hickey, 42, of Norfolk, was in a 
dying condition at St. Vincent’s hos- 
pital early today. His wife, Mrs. Mary 
C. Hickey, told police she shot him 
with his own revolver when he at- 
tacked her son by a former marriage 
and then their own son when the lat- 
ter tried to intervene. She was placed 
under arrest. The shooting occurred 
in the stepson’s room at the family 
home. 

Edward Hickey, 20, the son, tried 
to intervene when his father allegedly 
attacked his stepson, Willie Reynolds, 
24, was injured, during the struggle 
immediately preceding the shooting, 
and collapsed in the home while de- 
tectives were talking with him and 
other members of the family. 


Friction Between Owner, Tenant _ 
~ In South Slight Over AAA Plan

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(#)—On 
the basis of an investigation into 1,233 
complaints from tenant farmers in the 
cotton and tobacco ons, a report 
from the adjustment committee on 
tenant-landlord relations asserted to- 
po that there had been “no whole- 

e displacement” of tenants or 
sharecroppers due to the AAA pro- 
gram in the south. 

In only 21 cases, the committee 
report revealed, “was it necessary” 
to recommend rejection or cancella- 
tion of. the cotton or tobacco contract 
submitted under the agricultural ad- 
justment program. 

“There were, of course,” the report 
said, “some cases of intentional vio- 
lation by landlords. But it added 
that “on the other hand there have 
been aS many cases where tenants 
have attempted to defraud their land- 
lords..." 

In the midst of numerous charges 
that thousands of tenants and “crop- 
pers” had been evicted as a result of 
the cotton reduction program, the ad- 
justment committee was set up by the 
farm administration May 9, with the 
stated purpose of investigating com- 
plaints relating to Jlandlord-tenant 
problems under the cotton and tobac- 
co contracts, and to make adjustments 
and assure justice to all parties. 


Of the 1,233 cases, in 825, the 
committee found no contract «viola- 
tions; in 217, the dispute was ad- 
justed by the committee; in 170 ad- 


justment was made by administration 
field representatives; and only in the 
21 cases were contract cancellation 
recommended, 


Other findings of a_ three-month 
study were summarized by the repor: 
as follows: 


1. In practically every case where 
a tenant had been removed the lanc- 
lord had had adequate reasons for 
so doing and had made replacements 
that were satisfactory, 


2. Charges of wholesale shift from 
tenants or sharecroppers to day-hands 
by planters and other farm operators 
in order to get all of the benefit 
payments under the cotton contracts 
appear to have been without basis. 

3. Landlords as a class have heen 
willing to abide by the contract. Most 
of the misunderstanding between the 
tenants and the landlords was due tw 
the interpretation of the term “man. 
aging share tenant.” 

4. Violations were found in 14 pe: 
cent of the cases, but in most cases 
where the error was pointed out the 
landlord was willing to make an ad- 
justment. 


TEXANS WILL BALLOT 


DALLAS, Texas, Aug. 24.—(?)— 
A million Texas democrats decide at 
the polls tomorrow which of the 
party’s two candidates shall succeed 
Governor Miriam A. (Ma) Ferguson. 

Injection of the Ferguson admin- 
istration’s influence into the heated 
personal feud hetween Janes V. All- 
red and Tom F. Hunter served to in- 
tensify interest in their struggle, 
which overshadows all other races in 
the run-off primary. 

James E. Ferguson, husband and 
political advisor of Mrs. Ferguson 
and once governor himself. hacked a 
losing candidate—C. C. McDonald— 
in the party’s first primary, but 
jumped back into the fight recently 
by actively espousing the cause of 
Hunter, a Wichita Falls oil man 
and attorney. 

Declaring the Ferguson’ support 
eame voluntarily, Hunter in the clos- 
ing days of his drive for votes assert- 
ed he would enter the governor’s of- 
fice “unfettered and free of entan- 
glements.”’ 

“T have made no promises to any 
man,” said Hunter, who trailed All- 
red by 56,325 votes in the first pri- 
mary. 

Allred accused his opponent of 
coming to an understanding with 
Ferguson whereby the latter's faction 
would continue to have influence in 
state affairs, particularly the mat- 
ters of pardons, the state highway 
department and unemployment relief 
work. 

Nomination in tomorrow's demo- 
cratic primary is tantamount to 
election in this democratic state.

ACCORD REACHED 
ON SCHOOL GRANT 


Sanford, Weltner Confer 
With PWA Heads on 
Contract Terms. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON,. Aug. 24.—After 
a conference today with officials of 
the public works administration, 
President S. V. Sanford, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, announced that an 
agreement had been reached on final 
terms of the contract with the gov- 
ernment covering a loan and grant of 
$2, 80K for permanent improve- 
ments in the University System of 
Georgia. 

Accompanied by Philip Weltner, 
chancellor of the state university sys- 


tem, Dr. Sanford spent some time 
going over details of the contract with 
PWA officials. The contract is now 
being drawn up for final signatures, 
Dr. Sanford said, and is scheduled 
to be ready for formal invitation for 
bids within the next few weeks. 
Approval of the contract follows 
the recent action of the Georgia su- 
preme court in handing down a unani- 
mous decision in a test case uphold; 
ing the right of the university system 


to incur bonded indebtedness for per- 
manent improvements. Not satisfied 
with the previous conflict of 
opinion on the subject, the public 
works administration has been await- 


legal | | 


ing the decision of the Georgia 


tribunal. 
All Units Benefited. 

The PWA loan and grant of 
$2,800,000, initially allocated last 
year, will open the way for an im- 
portant program of improvements in 
practically all units of the university 
system, including the building of dor- 
mitories, auditoriums, gymnasiums 
and other collegiate structures, 

Both the University of Georgia at 
Athens and the Georgia School of 
Technology at Atlanta will share in 
the benefits. 

Dr. Sanford, who has devoted much 
time and energy to the project from 
its inception, making a number of 
trips to Washington in advancing 
final approval of the contract, was 
naturally elated today over the de- 
velopments. 

“The entire state will be greatly 
benefited by the improvement program 
contemplated,” he declared. ‘‘Not only 
the University of Georgia, but all ma- 
jor units in theystate university sys- 
tem are to receive improvements in 
the form of new buildings and strue- 
tures which are much needed and 
Which will be of real value for years 
to come. We hope to see the com- 
mencement of actual building. opera- 
tions at an early date now.” 

Chancellorville Project. 

While here, Chancellor Weltner

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UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

These past five days, we've been 
having the continued story, “A Jungle 
Adventure,” and I hope you have en- 
joved it so far. Next week it will be 
a little more exciting, I think. 

Since the usual thing is to have 
true stories in the Corner, I want to 
point out that “A Jungle Adventure” 
is a story of fancy, and is to be un- 
derstood in that spirit. Some things 
in it are true. however, There really 
are Indians, “wild” Indians, in the 
jungles of Brazil; and the Kalapalo 
tribe is only one of several which 
dwell around the headwaters of the 
Xingu river. 

That region is not well known, but 
some explorers have reached it. 
There are other parts of Brazil 
which white men have never visited. 

The Xingu river is one of many 
streams which flow into the Amazon 
and help make it the largest of the 
earth's rivers. Geographers do not 
agree that the Amazon is the longest 
river of the earth (usually giving that 
honor to the “Mississippi-Missouri’’). 
but the Amazon is called “largest” 
because it pours more water into the 
sea than any other river. 

Some tribes in the Amazon jungles 
shoot poisoned arrows, and we have 
reports of Indians who have not given 
up the horrible cannibal custom. I 
that custom still exists, it is not com- 
mon. 

Travelers have brought reports of 
great gold treasures in parts of Brazil 


which have not been well explored. 


|Perhaps such goid will be brought 
| out in time to come: but it eannot do 
_people nearly so much good as other 
‘riches in the region. 
| Besides rosewood, 
‘other trees valued for their wood, 
|Brazil’s jungles have trees which 
could supply a great amount of raw 
rubber. Some of thg rubber is taken 
from the trees, but travel is slow 
in the jungle region, and the “rubber 
wealth” has been barely tapped. 

Borneo, Java. Sumatra and the 
Malay States now supply far more 
rubber than Brazil: but the hevea 
tree, best of the world’s rubber trees, 
is native to Brazil. If the problem 
of transport can be solved, and if 
plantations can be made successful 
in the heart of the jungle lands, 
Brazil is likely to lead all other coun- 
tries. 

Air transport may make it possible 
for Brazil to make god use of her 
rubber wealth. An airplane may travel 
as far in a day as a river boat in two 
or three weeks. Tests of “air trains” 
(gliders pulled by airplanes) have 
heen made in Russia and the United 
| States, and the time mar come when 
they will be common. This shouta 
_make air transport much cheaper.

Georgia Married Men Are Told 
me They Are Liable tor Wives’ Acts 


ATHENS,)Ga., Aug. 24.—(4)—A 
whole state full of husbands today 
had the word of a Georgia judge that 
their wives can commit no wrong for 
which the husbands are not liable. 


Judge Thomas F. Green, of Athens, 
gave this bit of legal advice for what 
it may worth, in delivering the 
comimencement address at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia tonight at which 
degrees were conferred on approxi- 
mately 130 students attending the 
summer session. 


He spoke on the law’s attitude to- 
ward woman, as a sequel to a pre- 
vious commencement address on wom- 
an’s attitude towards the law. The 
Georgia supreme court, he said, in 
following and construing a code sec- 
tion had ruled that a wife can commit 
no wrong for which the husband is 
not liable. “It is ridiculous,” he add- 
ed. “yet this is the law of Georgia 
oday.” 

Such paradoxes were cited as that 
a wife may give a valuable piece of 
property to her husband but may not 
sell it to him without the approval of 
as chancellor to protect the ‘“de- 
fenseless woman.” 

Under modern statutes woman 
largely enjoys all the rights and priv- 
ileges of man but is not made subject

FENCE-SWIFTS. 

Between the Anolis that .we dis- 
cussed yesterday and the subject of 
today’s item a list of genera of igua- 
nas intervenes. These genera, and the 
one that is placed beyond our sub- 
ject, are all western United States 
forms. Look at this list. Anolis, Cten- 
osaura, Dipsosausus, . Crotaphytus, 
Sauromalus, Callisaurus, Uma, Hol- 
brookia, Uta, Sator, Sceloporus and 
Phrynosoma,. That, friends, is a brief 
summary of the orderiof genera of the 
family Iguanidae - inhabiting the 
North American continent northof 
the Rio Grande, with the single south- 
ern exception of Lower California. 
The little brown and gray fence 
lizards of the. Georgia pine woods 
seem to be a far cry from the dainty 
Anolis of the alders. The male, you 
know, .has a bright blue area on the 
belly. Remember? Yet from his teeth 
and other structures we know that. he 
is really closely related to our mis- 
named chameleon. 

This species is perhaps.our com- 
monest lizard. It is certainly by far 
the commonest one brought to me for 
identification. As we have said before, 
it is found all through Georgia where

more of them off pine trunks by ten 
to one than I have from all other 
sorts of trees put together. 

Interesting experiments have been 
made on this lizard by the staff in 
the department of experimental zool- 
ogy at the American museum. Those 
of you who take the magazine Nat- 
ural History will recall some of these 
experiments that were reported this 
year. These workers have painted the 
blue color of the male on female liz- 
ards, and have the reactions of other 
lizards toward this individual, They 
have obliterated the color on males 
and have watched other males go 
through courtship maneuvers in its 
presence, These experiments seem to 
indicate that sexual recognition de- 
pends on the bright blue bellies of the 
male. How simple! Whereas other ani- 
mals depend to a large part on scent, 
here is one that depends on a visual 
label. 

June and early July seem to be 
the breeding months, or at least the 
months in which the eggs are laid, 
for a number of captive specimens 
honored me this year with sets of 
eggs ranging from seven to twelve 
in number. A tragic accident in the 
laboratory, involving a leak in a for- 
maldehye container, prevented their 
hatching, so I must wait until next 
year to study this one point.

MERCER COACH 
ENTERS PLEA 
BY TELEPHONE 


Athletic Officials Refuse 
To Let Him Converse 
With Star. 


By Jimmy Jones. 


Lake Ruussell, head football coach 
at Mercer University in Macon, yes- 
terday protested to baseball's supreme 
court—that of Judge Kenesaw Moun- 
tain Landis, himself—the signing of 
Gerald McQuaig, his 20-year-old back- 
field ace and main dependence of this 
years team by Connie Mack, veteran 
pilot of the Philadelphia Athletics. 

Russell formally entered the pro- 
test to Landis by long distance tele- 
phone, following what he termed a 
“most unsatisfactory” conversation 
with Mack by the same means. 

The Mercer coach based his plea 
to Landis on the fact that the sign- 
ing of McQuaig was “premature” and 
“reprehensible” in that the boy had 
two more years of college football 
left when a scout for Mack took him 
to Thiladelphia from Daytona Beach, 
Fla., two weeks ago, where he was 
playing outfield on a semi-pro team 


or other school authorities. 

Landis, according to Russell, prom- 
ised to investigate the matter immedi- 
ately, although stating that he knew 
of no immediate action that could be 
taken in such a case, since there is no 
baseball rule preventing signing col- 
lege players prior to their completion 
of school. 

OUTSTANDING BACK. 

McQuaig, a Fitzgerald, Ga., boy, 
was an outstanding back in his first 
year on the Mercer varsity last year, 
particularly in the army and Geor- 
gia games. He scored Mercer’s second 
touchdown in the Jatter contest which 
the Bears dropped by the slim mar- 
gin of 13-12. 

“Yesterday, I decided to call up 
Mr. Mack on the telephone and see 
if I couldn't persuade him to let Mc- 
Quaig finish his college career before 
he signed him to a professional base- 
ball contract. He told me that he 
had already signed the player and 
that in the second place, a ‘college 
education isn’t so important to a 
young man nowadays, anyway.’ ” 

Russell also maintained that Mack 
and other Athletic officials refused to 
let him communicate with McQuaig 
by telephone. : 

“T merely wanted to tell McQuaiz 
about the death of Bill Alderman, his 
old coach at Fitzgerald High school, 
who had just passed away in an At- 
lanta hospital, but Mack and the oth- 
ers apparently thought I wanted to 
try and persuade him to return and 
refused to allow me to get in touch 
with him.” 

“SOURED” ON GAME. 

Russell stated further that Mack 
seemed to be “soured on college foot- 
ball” and intimated that he was not 
in favor of players with good baseball 
futures participating in that sport. — 

“T was surprised at Connie's atti- 
tude,” Russell continued, “I under- 
stand that his scouts have been raid- 
ing the college campuses in search of 
baseball material for building up his 
team and th-t practically all of Mack's 
rookies for 1935 will be college men. 
I don’t object to that and am rather 
proud of it in fact, but McQuaig is 
a youngster and only a junior at Mer- 
cer besides. Mack also told me that 
McQuaig had told him that he didn't 
want to play any more football. 

Russell said that he asked Mack 
just what he thought of McQuaig 8 
chances of making the grade with the 
A’s and that he said they were “fair. 

“Well, if that’s the case, why dont 
you let him finish college and then 
sign him?’ Russell asked the veteran 


pilot. 
ALREADY SIGNED. 

“He's already signed I told you,” 
Mack replied. 

This rather blunt rebuff by Mack 
influenced Russell to take the case to 
Landis, the high commissioner of base- 
ball, which he did soon afterward in 
the form of a long distance telephone 
call. He also made application to the 
office of John Farrell, secretary of the 
National Association of Baseball 
leagues, to find out if McQuaig’s con- 
tract is on file there. i 

“T realize that if MceQuaig has sign- 
ed a contract he is lost to us,, but 
I’m going to give somebody some. 
trouble about it anyway,” Russell, a 
strong-willed Tennesseean, declared. 
There have been several instances 
in recent years whereby college coaches 
in Georgia were forced to appeal to 
Landis to stop these encroachments on 
football talent. 

It will be recalled that Coach Alex- 
ander, of Georgia Tech, took the case 
of Crum, a young pitcher signed by 
the Chattanooga Lookouts, to the 
judge a few years ago. Alex thereby 
put an end to tampering with athletes 


at Tech. 
ANOTHER CASE. 


Harry Mehre, coach at Georgia, it 
is understood, has been forced to take 
similar action @& the case of Tread- 
away, one of his outstanding quarter- 
back prospects who also is a good 
baseball player. 

The national association recently 
took steps to curtail the signing of 
young sandlot and high school play- 
ers by passing a rule that such play- 
ers could not be signed directly by 
big league clubs. This does not ap- 

ly in college players, apparently, but 
leading coaches are understood to be 
in favor of having the rule broadened 
to include this class of athletes also. 

McQuaig, said to be a natural hit- 
ter, is considered a very fine prospect 
by the Athletic scout who signed him. 
He also impressed Mack and his play- 
ers in batting practice. 

Prior to entering Mercer as a fresh- 
man in the fall of 1931, McQuaig was 
a star football, basketball and base- 
ball at Fitzgerald High under Bill 
Alderman, former Mercer star who 
died here recently.
